American Importer* now purcoailof 


foods In England, France and Italy 
for shipment to the United State*, are 
taxing fat as a result of the depreci- 
ation of the pound sterling, the franc 
and lira, according to ttories now go- 
ing the rounds of the New York whole- 
sale district 


The only "fly In the ointment" for 


the American bu\er* abroad Is the 
fact that, by a presidential order sev- 
eral week* ago, United States consul* 
are required to keep tab on big pur- 
chases, ascertain the selling price and 
cable these facts to the United Statea 
'customs authorities. Then, by flgur- 
ing the rate of exchange on the date 
of purchase, the government is enabled 
to set a proper talue upon the goods 
for the collection of Import duties. A 
court of claims passes upon what am 
alleged to be unfair appraisals. 


How It la Den*. 


The situation Is said to be somewhat 


like tbis: 


An American buying pound sterling 


say, on December 12. needed to pay In 
American money only 13.66 for British 
currency normally worth about $4.87. 
Now he goes to a factory la Notting- 
ham, 
England, to buy laces, and there, 


although prices of course are higher 
than before the war, he pays for them 
in this depreciated money and makes 
a "handsome" profit 
Then he ships 


the laces to the United States, where 
by reason of the inflation of the Amer- 
ican dollar, they are retailed for from 
100 to ISO per cent above prewar 
prices. 


The same Importer, on the same 


date, we will say, goes to France. In 
Parts he has exchanged his American 
dollars for francs. Normally there are 
0.18% francs to the dollar, but now be 
finds one Yankee "slraoleon" will buy 
11.52 francs, about 90 per cent more 
than before the war. The price of 
silks has gone Up, hot he goes to Ly- 
ons, and there, with hi* depreciated 
French money, he bnys more than he i 
has ever bought before at "bargain" j 
prices. The silks reach New York. 
where they are sold to the consumer 
at double their former retail price. 


Next this Importer visits Italy, 


where he finds the lira, 5.18H of 
which, like the franc, could be bought 
for one American dollar, now at a vast 
discount 
In fact, he receives 13.47 


lira for one American dollar and, well 
financed, he goes to Naples, where be 
negotiates the purchase of tapestries 
costing, of course, more than in 1914, 
but in reality cheaper when purchase* 
with the present Italian currency. 


The tame financial condition* exist 


all over Europe, and In the former 
central empires, of course, they are 
reported much worse. 
In the allied 


countries, however, where there Is na- 
tional stability and greater ability te 
nay. the depreciated money is effect- 
Ing some strange changes. A dinner 
which, before the war. In Paris could 
be had for a nominal sum. now cost* 
from 20 to 50 francs.

while, who desire to sell their product*; 
abroad, are demanding: payment la I 
American dollars at par. Recently the [ 
Belgian government, ft I* said, bought; 
20 American locomotive*, for which;

payers by law- has no relation what- 
ever to the requirement to Die a re- 
turn. 
TbU exemption is not to be 


considered until a person has figured 
out his net income and determined 
whether' it was sufficient to require 
him to file a return. Then, if a re- 
turn must be tiled, he, should read 
carefully the instructions for claim- 
ing exemption, and complete his re- 
turn.
